Export Cotton Rates. 

On Thursday of this week the ques- 
tion of export cotton rates will be 
taken up by the interstate commerce 
commission, 

In many respects this is the most 
important problem that has yet arisen 
under the new rate law. There is no 
conflict between shippers and car- 
riers in this export cotton issue, as 
we understand it. On the contrary, 
both railroads and shippers have 
joined in the request that the commis- 
sion waive one of the provisions of 
the new law—an authority which the 
commission possesses in such cases 
as this. 

Under the terms of the law, a car 
tier is required to give thirty days’ 
Keegy of igtention to change a rate; 
|but in cas@és warranting it, the com- 
‘mission is given the discretion ‘of 
Suspending this thirty-day notice re- 
quirement. The cotton-carrying roads 
have made formal application for 
permission to change export rates on 
cotton in less than thirty days, claim- 
ing that it is impossible to comply 
with the thirty-day requirement be- 
cause of the uncertainty concerning 
the supply of ships.

WOULD BECOME TOP-HEAVY.

the ear of the public; hence, I only nope 
to arrest the attention of a few promi- 
nent editors and ‘awyers, who in turn 
may refashion, add details, and the ®et- 
ter present to the public the following 
protest: ! 

I think our recent legislature erred in 
taking the first step toward creating a 
court of appeals, and, if so, the people 
wil err by voting next month to ratify 
that amendment. 

One of the greatest curses and taxes 
of this age is too much law and tov 
much litigation. All courts are, at best, 
necessary evils and burdens. Hence, any- 
thing that increases them is reformation 
in the wrong direction. Our laws may be 
classes, name.y: 
Statutory law made by a legislature, and 
case law made by our supreme court. 

Georgia is fast becoming one of those 
states where the lawyer portion of their 
population spend most of their time in 
trying to keep from being submerged in 
the labyrinth of case law. 

Hon. Hannis Taylor, a scholar and 
writer of national repute, declared in a 
magazine article of recent date that 
nine-tenths of the law is made by the 
judges. Every case that is passed upon 
by our supreme court adds that much 
to our excessive amount of case law, 
thus making the mote burdensome the 
trial of future cases. 

That there are three hundred cases yet 
unreached by our swpreme court that 
are liable to be affirmed by Operation 
of law, was, like the sword of Damocles, 
held over our recent legislature and now 
over the pwhlic at large, to induce the 
creation of an additional supreme court. 
That law providing for such affirmation 
of cases, should never have been made, 
and hence should be repealed. 

I ful:'y sympathize with our highest 
court in their effort to dispose of an 
excessive number of cases. They may 
be pardoned for their somewhat arbi- 
trary if not despotic rule of requiring 
briefs to be filed by this and that day, 
and refusing to hear oral arguments 
whenever they see fit. The rational rem- 
edy for this evil, I think, is to lessen 
the amount of work instead of increas- 
ing the number of workers. Our past 
legislatures have caused this influx of 
cases to the supreme court by creating 
the fifty-eight city courts throughout the 
State that we now have, besides what 
our last legislature made. From a kind 
of local pride, almost every town of 
any size has sought and obtained a city 
Or county court, from which cases are 
appealed to the supreme court. This, in 
effect, has made that many additional 
superior courts for those counties. These 
having more sessions than the regular 
they thus offer an in- 
ducement for plaintiffs to select them as 
their forum. Many ‘awyers of experi- 
ence will tell you that, as a rule, they 
do not thoroughly understand their cases 
until the second trial. Hence the tempta- 
tion to seek a second trial in a higher 
court, resulting in this abnormal! antount 
of work being piled up in the supreme 
court. 

In conversation with a judge (and ad- 
mittedly able lawyer) of one of these 
city courts a few days ago, he sald 
that many of the cases that go up frum 
the olty courts are valueless as prece-| 
Gents, for the reason that these courts 
are governed by special laws creating 
them.

By investigation you wil' find tha 
these city or county courts have not 
only taken much business formerly done 
by the superior courts, but have almost 
put the justice courts out Of business. 
First, because they can be. reached soon- 
er than the swperior court, and, second, 
to begin in the justice courts, a long 
road is to be ttaveled before a final 
adjudication. Therefore, the second trial, 
which is generally desired, can only be 
had in the supreme courts. For want of 
business a superior court in the nerthern 
circult a few days ago lasted less than 
one day. 

As to the remedy: Abolish many of 
these city courts. Require all litigation 
involving a smal! amount to be tried in 
the justice courts, and for a second trial, 
in the superior courts, where thew are 
toend. The judges of our superior courts 
are usually able lawyers, who are per- 
fectly competent to finally dispose of 
these small cases. They do have final 
jurisdiction of matters of great import- 
ance, namely, contested elections of 
county officers. 

Our law now of force as to appeals is 
woefully ilogical. A case involving a 
million dollars or other large amount has 
run its race after being tried in the su- 
perfor court and then in the supreme 
court. Yet, a case involving one dollar 
may be tried before a justice of the 
neace, then before a jury in his court, 
then before the judge of the superior 
court, and finally before the supreme 
court. Were all minor cases restricted 
to the justice court, and finally to the 
superior courts, our supreme court would 
cease to be overrun with work. Princi- 
ples of law and ru'es of practice are the 
same whether a large or small amount 
ls involved. Hence, there would be no 
lack of precedents of record by which 
to guide superior court judges in their 
final adjudication of cases from 
lower courts; for the same.kind of c@es 
involving larger amounts ‘woul es 

f d still be 
traveling from the superior*® to the su- 
preme courts, 

Because sessions of the city courts are 
always. near at hand. litigation is in- 
vited; and likewise for that same reason 
litigants often plunge into the combat 
of trial half prepared; and hence want 
a second trial, which can only be had in 
the supreme court. 

fr am opposed to the creation of this 
court of appeals Wecause we already 
have two supreme courts, and this will 
be the creation of a third. Call it by any 
name you may, it will be a third supreme 
court. 

¥ have been practicing law only twenty- 
two years, yet for more than half of 
that time there was only one supreme 
court of three judges before whom we 
appearéd iwth fear and trembling. In 1896 
when the propagation of these city courts 
had fairly begun, the work became too 
heavy for the three judges, and another 
Supreme court of three more judges was 
created. Don't object to my designation 
of two supreme cqurts, for the law ex- 
pressly provided for the six judges to sit 
in two sections—of three judges each— 
one presided over by the chief justice, 
and the other by the presiding justice. 
Now it has come to pass since these city 
‘courts have become thinsignia of every 
thriving town, they have almost put the 
ancient “J. P.'s’’' out of business, tres- 
passed largely upon the_ time-honored 
superior courts and really preliminary 
trial dGeurts, preparatory for final trials 
in the supreme courts. 

The remedy prescribed by our legisia- 
ture is to create another and third su- 
preme court, for so it will be. While it 
will be called by another name, and is to 
hear only a certain class of cases, these 
are cases now heard by our present 8u- 
preme court, and the decisions of this 
court of appeals are to be reported and 
become a part of our case law. The 
foundefs of our constitution never in- 
tended for our jydiciary to become thus 
top-heavy.

TO ACT ON APPEAL JUDGES 


Resolution Will Be Offered to Prevent ‘‘Single- 
Shotting’’ of Candidates in Primary Which Will 


3---Capitol Gossip. 


HE new state executive committee, 
Ee Judge <A. L. Miller, of Macon, 

chairman, will meet at the Pied- 
mont hotel in Atlanta at noon today to 
take appropriate action regarding the 
nomination of candidates for the state 
court of appeals, to be created as the re- 
sult of the ratification on October 3 of 
the constitutional amendment submitted 
by the recent legislature. 

At this meeting Reuben Arnold, of At- 
lanta, who was one of the warmest sup- 
porters of Hoke Smith in his recent cam- 
paign for governor, will introduce a res- 
olution to prohibit the “single-shotting” of 
candidates. The new court, as is well 
known, !s to have three judges, and Mr. 
Arnold's proposition is that every baTiot 
voted in the primary for less than three 
candidates shall be thrown out, just fhe 
Same as would be the case if a person 
voted for more than three. In other 
words, Mr. Arnold proposes to require 
every voter in‘ the primary for judges of 


the court of appeals to vote for three 
candidates, no more and no less, and if 
he does not do so, this ballot will not bé 
counted, 

What the sentiment of the. new com- 
mittee will be regarding such a resolution , 
there is no way of knowing until it meets 
and passes on it. It is a radical depart- 
ure from former primary methods, where- 
in a voter has been allowed to vote for 
whom he pleased. 

In this connection it may not come 
amiss to call attention to the fact that 
nearly 25,000 more votes were polled for 
governor in the recent primary than were 
polled for any of the state house offi- 
cers, who had no opposition. It has been 
suggested as a soluffon that a large pro- 
portion of tHe populists ‘‘single-shotted”’ 
Hoke Smith for governor and scratched 
all of the state house officers from their 
‘ballota. 

Primary on October 3. 
It is prety well known, as has already 
been stated in this column, that the ex- 
ecutive committee will caM a mrimary for 
judges of the court of appeals on Octo- 
ber 3, the same day with the regular 
election for state house officers. The 
managers of the election in each precinct 
will be asked to conduct the primtary for 
judges, keeping a separate box, and the 
result will be determined by the usual 
In this primary a plurality will 
govern, despite the fact that the state 
convention in Macon pronounce in favor 
of majority nominations. This is due ‘o 
the fact there will not be time enough be- 
tween the primary and the regular elec- 
tion in November to hold a second pri- 
mary, which would be necessary if the

This will be the first meeting of the 
new state committee, and a secretary 
will be chosen. ‘It is said that the place 
will go to H. H. Cabaniss, of Atlanta, if 
he desires it; otherwise E. L. Martin, of 
Macon, will be chosen.

as proprietor of the hotel and restaurant, 
collected board from the guests of the 
caravansary and refused to account to 
him for the collections, at the same timé 
failing to pay bills incurred for supplies 
purchased for the hotel and restaurant. 

He further avers thatiseveral months 
ago his wife's two daughters and the 


husband of one, Jesse Dukes, made their 
appearance at his hotel and calmly made 


themselves at home, this being the first 
knowledge hhe had that fils wife had chil- 
dren; that Dukes and his wife ané Minnie 
Thomas, the second daughter of his wife, 
although each were more than 2! years 
of age and able to provide for them- 
selves, remained at ‘hig hotel, paying no 
board, and combined with his wife to de- 
prive him of the management of the 
place. 

Things finally came to the pass where 

Mrs. Perry and her children had taken 
entire possession of the business, and Per- 
ry was allowed to come to the place only 
for the purpose of eating his meals ana 
sleeping. He attempted to put a mana- 
ger in charge of his business, but, he al- 
leges, that Mrs. Perry. would. not stand 
for it, and refused to allow the manager 
to remain.

University Will Test Lands 
Over Entire State 


Farmers in Every Section Will Be 
Asked To Set Aside Certain 
Land for Experiments, and 
To Furnish the Labor 
and Fertilizer, 


Athens, Ga., September 11 .—(Special.)— 
‘The new trustees for the Agricultural 
college have already discuss®@@ and map- 
ped out a number of things that are to 
be done for the development of the col- 
lege. The new movements have not been 
perfected, and for the present are not 
to be announced, but within the next 
few months there will be a number of 
Steps taken that will be of Splendid ad- 


vantage to the agricultural interest 
the state: a” 


Among other things that {s to be done’ 


will be the conducting of expertmentg 
in every section of the state instead of on 
a farm in only ofe section. 

Farmers in every section of the state 
will be asked to set aside certain lands 
for these experiments and to furnish the 
fertilizer and the labor necessary for 
th cultivation of the crops thereon. The 
State college will then secure exeprts 
from the United States department of 
agriculture to direct the experiments, and 
all the work done will be done und 
their direction. * 

The crops obtained from 
ments will be the property of the farmer 
and in that way he will be benefited in « 
money way and also gain much knowi- 
edge. The results of the experiments will 
be made known through bulletins and all 
the farmers of the State will be given 
the benefit that may arise therefrom

Life size, if to 
be placed upon a low pedestalh, and heroic 
size to be placed wpon a lofty one. Then 
in each of the confederate states the 
committee could place one of these grand 
and highly artistic statues upon a 
pedestal in thé state capita! or such 
other city within its borders as may be 
determined. There would be no single 
original cast and copies therefrom, but 
all would be from the same model and 
all be equal in, artistic value and orig- 
inality. There would not be an original 
in Atlanta and a copy in Montgomery, 
but both cities would have originals. 


Whole.South To Unite. 


“The variation in the pedestals would 
make variety sufficient to realive any of 
the monotony of similarity. _But the very 
similarity would embody the admirable 
idea, that it would clearly demonstrate 
that the whole south, together as a 
whole, not separate communities, united 
in paying this grand tribute to its glori- 
ous women—not. to the women of any one 
state, but to those of the entire confed- 
eracy. It is right that this should be 
so, because their loving tenderness was 
not confined to the men of their own 
state. Virginia women nursed Missis- 
sippi men, Georgia women soothed the 
dvine hours of Texans. 

“Such a plan would insure the very 
highest art and the distribution of the 
statues would enable our entire people, 
fro mthe Potomac to the Rio Grande, to 
have an equal chance to see, admire and 
learn from them. All generations of our 
entire southland could equally imbibe the 
sacred lessons of the splendid heroism 
and the grand tlesson would also be 
taught that the south, by a common ef- 
fort and in a united outpouring of its 
noblest feelings, thus evinced its appre- 
ciation of the Godlike heroism of the 
women of the southern confederacy.
